Tho 12th wus 
placed trom tho Capitol to the White 
House. Bronzed and hardened by ser- 
vice on tho Mexican border tho regi- 
ments presented a line appearance aa 
they swung-along. 


At 10 o'clock Major Oeherat Scott, 


grand marshal of the inaugural pro- 
cession, and hln staff began assembling 
In the court of the Slate -War arid 
Xavy building. This was composed ot 
about 50 regular army officers headed 
by Major General Bliss as chief. They 
asnembled In columns of fours and 
with platoonti in order from front to 
rear, ready to swing out Inlo Execut- 
ive avenue and over to the front of the 
While House grounds imp tho court 
of honor.
